BEATEN AND DISCREDITED 


THE British Navy, has struck 
another blow; not decisive, per- 
haps, from the. strictly material 
point of view, but highly Im-. 
portant in its ‘moral effect upon 
the enemy. This war has al- 
ready proved one thing; that 
whenever British naval units 
are given a chance of closing 
with the enemy, they are 
superior in every phase of fight- 
ing. 

To H.M.S. Ajax, that bold, 
daring, courageous man-o-war 
once again goes the honours of 
a fight well fought and a victory 
well deserved. It was the Ajax 
who played such an important 
part in the defeat of Germany’s 
“unbeatable” pocket battleship 
Admiral Graf Spee off Montevi- 
deo in December last; it was the 
Ajax which this week sent two 
Italian destroyerg ‘to the bottom 
of the Mediterranean and crip- 
pled another so badly that her 
final destruction was merely a 
matter of hours. This is a 
proud enough record for any 
warship after twelve months 
of war and few  oppor- 
tunities of coming to grips with 
the opposition. ‘ 

Apart from the achievement 
of the Ajax, the most significant 
feature about this latest Medi- 
terrancan naval action was the 
gross exaggeration of the Italian 
claims, Clearly hoping to trap 
the British Commander-in-Chief 
into making a hurried state- 
ment on the action before pre- 
cise and ‘accurate information 
wag available, the Italian propa- 
ganda department blared ‘out to 
the world the “news” of a “great

She says 
really brave ‘women are those 
members of Britain's Civil De- 
fence who go calmly out on duty 
every time the sirens blow an 
air raid warning. 4 

These women know the risks 
they run. They are abundantly 
iMustrated to them throughout 
the -highly specialised training 
they undergo to enable them to 
reduce these risks for other 
people. 

Upon their courage and un- 
wavering devotion to duty the 
safety of the civil population of 
Britain depends. Every day 
and night in every part of the 
country they wait rendy for {n- 
stant service. They would de- 
ride the suggestion that they 
were heroines and deprecate the 
fact that they are brave! 

Here and there a spectacular 
story of this bravery emerges 
. , , to stir the Imagination and 
warm the heart. Mostly their 


. part in this great war drama 


passes unnoticed in the surge of 
quick moving events, Or be- 
comes engulfed in the monotony 
of routine work. 

There is nothing, for instance, 
particularly thrilling or de. 
manding much in the way of 
gallantry, in standing by a wait- 
ing ambulance. It must be 
cleaned—kept in perfect run- 
ning order. Long hours must 
pass in which the driver has 
nothing more dramatic with 
which to pass the time than 
knitting, sewing or reading. 
Then, without warning, there is 
an instant in which the world 
nbout her shakes and crumbles 
with the roar of an exploding 
bomb,

First-aid training has equip- 
ped her to deal with casualties. 
She knows every house a8 well 
as every road in her district 
well enough to circumvent 
craters or debris however dark 
or foggy it may be. 

Her mind can instantly work 
out an alternative route should 
roads be blocked so that her 
cases can be got to hospital with 
the least: delay. : 

Officially the raid should be 
over before she starts up her 
ambulance for the scene of the. 
damage. It frequently is—and

there is little to protect her 
from flying shrapnel, splinters 
or machine gun bullets. 7 
Fifty thousand’ women drive 
ambulances in Britnin to-day. 
They do not think of .these 
things as risks: Merely as in- 
cidents which might be en- 
countered in the execution of 
the job! When war broke out 
a achoolmistress in a large West 
of England town thought she 
could help’ the Fire Service by 
doing office work during . the 
evenings. For months she an- 
swered the telephone and typed. 
messages. A few nights ago 
her prosaic job flamed to the: 
stuff of which glory is made. 


Many people felt that it was 
“A man's job”. To-day they 
are thankful it is a woman's 
too. . : . 

Eighty thousand women war- 
dens in various parts of Great 
Britain have proved their gal- 


the-lantry and usefulness in action 


in a manner which has made 
a profound impression.. Actual 
‘experience of raids has given 
many instances in which a wo- 
man’s warm-hearted sympathy 
and understanding in difficult 
situations have been invaluable. 

When buildings are de- 
molished a man’s strength is 
necessary to extricate the 
casualties. It isn’t as useful in 
calming distracted relatives who 
must wait patiently while their 
loyed ones are released, Or in 
that more painful duty, consol- 
ding those whose relatives have 
been maimed or killed, 

Hysterin ‘seldom occurs. 
When it docs a man can deal 
easily with it. A woman's tact 
as casily prevents it happening. 
This is one of the reasons why 
women wardens are in such de- 
mand for duty in sheltera dur- 
ing air raids. If one child 
should start crying its distress 
would soon be tnken up by 
others, So the wardens or- 
gunise games, singing and com- 
petitions. One south coast 
town has ® woman warden who 
tells children’s stories so well 
that she has to be lent from one 
district to another. Wardens 
in another town have formed a 
concert party to amuse their 
charges as they wait for the 
“All Clear.” 


That impulse which makes 
every woman rush to help those 
n distress cannot be better 
served than by this hazardous 
duty called into being by the 
barbarism of modern warfare. 
It has been found that in action 
women act instantancously— 
without the slightest regard of 
risk to their own safety. 

“Divine)y foolhardy” was o man 
warden’s. comment. on a. woman 
colleague's recent exploit. It hap- 
pened during the bombing of Ply- 
mouth. 

The warden was on patrol when 
gunfire broke out averhead and a 
bomb fell wrecking an adjacent block 
of houses. She should have taken 
shelter until the raider had passed. 
Instead, she picked herself up from 
the ground to which she had been 
thrown by blast and was in the 


sbombed house extricating the inhab!- 


tants . . . before the dust from de- 
bris hod subsided. 

Wo less inspiring was the action 
ofa Nottingham woman. Incendl- 
ary bombs had fired a group of 
her district. She sct to 
work to procure a pump, water and 
all possible assistance. No ‘sooner 
was work started on the fire than 
high explosive bombs began coming 
down. These did not perturb her. 
From the top of her Indder she con- 
tinued to spray her . neighbour's 
blazing roof oa calmly os though ‘she 
were watering the garden. 


One could multiply these 
stories many times. They make 
a saga in ‘this horrific warfare 
that it will be good to’ remem-

Eight factories, em- 
ploying 100 men, are already in 
operation under the Government 
acheme to develop this Important ex- 
port industry,

DR. CULLIS TALKS ON 


fase 


INTERNATIONAL ‘AFFAIRS 


A reception to Dr. Winfred Cullts 
was held at the University yester- 
day, among those Present being the 
Registrar and Professors, representa~ 
tlres of the Student Body, the Re- 
gistrar of Lingnan University; ard 
principal teachers of the achools and 
colleges. 

‘After ten Prof, Cullis gnve an nd- 
dress on international nffatrn from 
the cultural point of view. Prof, 
Digby © took the Chair, and called 
upon Professor Forster to Introduce 
the speaker. Professor Forster said 
that those who had had the privilege 
nnd pleasure of hearing Professor 
Cullis on the radio the other night 
would not need any information 
nbout her, dul for the vencfit of 
those who did not hear the tntro- 
duction to the brondcast, he would 
like to say that Professor Cullls 
came out here on tv result of a fe- 
quest: from this part of the world. 
TH owas felt that women should have 
in authoritative statement of the 
position tp England, and Professor 
Cullis wns chosen to undertake this 


task of enlightening foreign women 


in the Far Enst. She was a repre- 
sentative of the women of England, 
a cyuntry where women ire free to 
take the highest porttions in polltics, 
In science and in every field, 

Professor Cullis, in the course of 
her nddress, begged to correct the 
ntntement made dy Professor Forster 
that women In Britain were free to 
take up any position. There were 
many fields in which women were 
not as yet permitted to hold office 
but that would no doubt be remedied 
In time, (Laughter). 

Not a Pollticlan 

The speaker sald that she did not 
lntend to instruct, but to tell those 
present something of the happenings 
umong the people in Britain, She 
would, she sald, speak from a cule 
tural aspect and not polities. She 
was not a politician, She had deen 
a univerrity woman for a long time, 
and ao felt able to say that she 
that they, “the university 
people, owed more to the commun- 
ity to which they belonged than any 
other profession, Undversity people 
should pay back some of what they 
owe by belng good = in their own 
universities, and above all should be 
able to bring about happy arid good 
international tTelationships. 

She went on to talk about the In- 
ternational Federation of University 
Women which was formed after the 
Great War of 1014-1918. She stilt 
felt, she sald, thot had university 
people had more say in the world, 
the hope that nations would be wis- 
er and avoid war, would not have 
crashed as St has done now. People 
have to do thelr best to build a 
world in which the differences and 
difficulties of .all ‘natlons could be 
settled ‘by reasonable methods. 

: The Federation’ was formed in 
1919 with only.two members, Great 
Britain ond: the United States of 
Anerica. They were jolned the 
following year by Canada. Then 15 
others joined.’ Thd. movement grew 
so rapidly that at. the meeting in 
Edinburgh in 1932 there were 38 
countries included in the Federation. 


Na)The one great lack | was, however, 


with. the exception.of India, the Far 
East was not represented. 


. Open to Qualified ‘Women 


Each country, had: to ndmit' to her 
branch of the Federation any woman 
who was qualified to dono (a uni- 
versity -woman);" and’ in addition 
any woman who would,:in her own 
country, be eligible for membership. 
: Recalling Professor .'Forster’s | re- 
mark on the ‘subject, of, freedom:.of 
women, ..Dr. Cullis “said} that, on 
paper, the women of China were in

Some of the methods by which the 
Federation tried to foster  inter- 
national friendship were-— : 

1. A research fellowship wos cn- 
dowed, to which any member of the 
Federation wna eligible, irrespective 
of nationality, but the person had to 
spend some of her time in n coun- 
try other. than her own, 


2. dospitality, Branches of the 
Federation had’ to extend hospitality 
to visiting members of other nations. 

3. Exchange teachers. In this 
case there was the diMculty of 
different languages. But between 
the United’ States and Great Britain 
this exchnnge of teachers was popu- 
Jnr before the present war, 

4. International clubhouses where 
members could stay. 

The first country to brenk awny 
wos Germany, The Council mem- 
bers in Britain heard that Jews were 
being expelled from the Federation 
in Germany. A letter” wos written 
asking if this statement were true, 
to which the reply was that Jews 
were pot turned out, but that non- 
Aryan members “must voluntarily 
resign.” 

Italy wan next. The Prealdent of 
the branch there was a personnl 
friend of Mussolini, but when she 
was ill, her successor wrote to the 
Council snying that Il Duce had 
most gractously permitted them to 
disband themselves, , 

Other European stntes now were 
not permitted to join any | inter« 
national organisation. But tn spite 
of all this, Professor Cullis em- 
phoaised that they had lald down 
the foundation for something useful 
in the future, 5 

“We want,” she sald, 
natlonal-coopdration and — Intor- 
natlonal understanding, and the uni- 
versity people should be the ones 
capable of looking at things without 
too much bias and partisanship.” 

They should’ bring themselves to 
work together for what Is right and 
just. In that Iles the hope for the 
future.

“pat” McCormick, Vicar of St. 
Martin’s-in-the-Field.—Reutcr. ~ 

William Patrick Glyn McCormick, 
athlete, army chaplain and vicar, waa 
born at Hull in 1877, the 5o0n © 
Canon J. McCormick, and educated 
at Llandaff Cathedral School, Excter 
School and St. John’s College, Cam- 
bridge. At Liondaf’ he was solo 
cholr-! and, Mke hin father, who 
was a famous Cambridge athlete, 
pilnyed most ball gumes-well, particu- 
larly rugby. Taking holy orders, he 
spent a year as master at the 
Rose Hili, School, Tunbridge Wells, 
and then In 1900 accepted o curacy 
al All Saints, Shooters Hill. 

Two years later in the closing days 
of the South African war he went 
to the Transvanl o» acting chaplain 
to the forces. and in 1903 became 
vicar of St. Patrick’s, Cleveland, then 
nan undeveloped gold-mining parish 
four miles from Johannesburg. In 
the seven yeats ic, spent there he 
bad a church and vicarage built ond 
took part in all the gamea played by 
his parishioners, standing up to them 
especially well in football, 

When home on Ieave in 1907 he 
played for the Blackhoath team. 
From 1910 to 1014 McCormick was 
rector of St. John's, Belgravia, 
Johannesburg, but, being in England 
on holiday when the war began, 
Joined the forces as chaplain, By 
August, 1914, he was with the army 
In. France, There his geniality and 
practical sympathy gained for him 
the respect and admtration of the 
fighting men_and his courage won 
him the D.S.O. and four mentions In 
despatches, 

In 1919 McCormick became vicar 
of Croydon and in 1923 was also 
made an hon, canon of Canterbury. 
He relinquished both" oMeces in 1927 
to sueceed “Dick't Sheppard. who 
had done splendid work among the 
down-and-out, os vicar of St. 
Martin's - In - the - Ficlds, London, 
Thence his sermons and uddresses 
were frequently broadcast.

After tea Prof. Cullis gave an od- 
dress on international affairs. from 
the cultural point of view: | Prof. 
Digby took the Chair, and called 
upoh Professor Forster to introduce 
the speaker. Professor Forster suid 
that those who hnd had the privilege 
and pleasure -of henring Professor 
Cullis on the radlo the' other night 
would not need any information 
about her, but for the benefit of 
those who did not hear the tntro- 
duction to the brondenst, he would 
like to say that Professor Cullis 
cnme out here nen result of a re- 
quest from thin part of the world. 
It wan felt that women should have 
nn authoritative statement of the 
position In England, and Professor 
Cullis was chosen to undertake this 
tnsk of enlightening forelgn women 
in the Far East.

SCOTLAND'S STRANGE CASTES) ARMY GOES 
SALVAGING 


SALVAGE at home is a thing of vital import- 
ance and has at last come into. its own. 
Better late than never—and after all it was late 
in.1917, or perhaps carly in 1918, that the value 
of salvage on the battlefields at least was suf- 
ficiently realised for the Army Authorities to 
appoint salvage parties to go round the shell- 
torn terrain in France and Belgium, and so save 
thousands of pounds and much vital material. 


E think with com- 
placency of the strange 
castes of India, of the odd and 
icturesque types of the Bal- 
na or Spain, but now how 
many of us realise that Scot- 
land fn her time has produced 
unusual coterles every whit as 
romantic and “by-ordinar”— 
aa witness the Clan Vic n'oster, 
“the Men of the Hide,” “the 
Jockeys,” the “Horsemen,” 
and others whom I propose to 
drag from obscurity. 


Indeed, [am convinced that 
England, Ireland, and Woles com. 
bined could not reveal such a col- 
Iectlon of fantastle folk an the 
Scotland of a couple of centuries 
ngo, and To am = omitung such 
obvious “pecullars” is gypsies, 
tlhklers, “professed pleasants.” and 
thelr kin, 


It ds from Martine, in bin “De- 
scription of the Western Islands,” 
that we cotch our only glimpse of 
the Clan Vic n'oster, which even 
in his time, the early eighteenth 
century, had become almost ex- 
tinct, only one of its members re- 
maining alive. They were to be 
found, he tells us, in the Island of 
Jona, nnd “are said to have been 
porters,’ ’ 


He derives their name from 
"QOstior," which in Latin means 
“Doorkeepers” or ‘“Doorwards,” 50 
thot they may have been a sept 
.or family dedicated to the service 
of the portals of the Abb-y and 
monastery in the sacred {sle, He 
ndds that a tradition existed that 
St. Columba, the apostle of the 
Western Isles, because of som? 
mfsdemennour committed by them, 
Jald a curse upon the "Clan," 
dooming them to dwindle to the 
number of five individuals and to 
rerno.n for ever ot that number. 


The legend added that whenever 
a child was born to any of the five 
the whole quintet Jay under the 
fear of speedy extinction, “I found 
one only of this tribe Itving-In this 
|. fste,” says Martine, “and both he 
and the natives of this and of all 
athe Western Isles unanimously de: 
‘late that this observation never 
failed; and all this little family {s 
now extinct except this one poor 
man.”

THE British Navy has struck 
another blow; not decisive, per- 
hapa, from the atrictly material 
point of view, but highly im- 
portant in ita moral effect upon 
the enemy. This war has al- 
ready proved one thing; that 
whenever British naval units 
are given a chance of closing 
with the enemy, they are 
superior in every phase of fight- 
ing. 

To H.M.S. Ajax, that bold, 
daring, courageous man-o-war 
once again gocs the honours of 
a fight well fought and a victory 
well deserved.
